When I wrote my criticism upon 
the National College Gymnasium, I 
had no idea of starting a general con- 
troversy on the subject. I merely 
thought some, ol the students would 
perhaps bluster awhile over what i 
wrote, ami drop the siibiect from their 
thoughts, yet despite all that has been 
said against my views, I do not, regret 

theii expressions, feeling more positive 
than previously, that I have the cor- 
dial support of many sensible people — 
With many eminent physicians ; some 
of the latter professionally testifying, 
that, "while a few peculiarly const it, lit 
ed individuals are benefitted by the 
practice of gymnastics, many others 
are permanently injured." As to t he 
Greeks, whom my severe critic, " 1'at," 
cites so confidently, Greek training is 
out of date. Greece is a very differ 

ent country from ours, especially cli- 
matically, also the Greeks tiring in the 

earlier ages, had more hardy constitu- 
tions to begin with, than have we of 
tin present age ; conseijueiitl y, what 
would be totally injurious to us, 

would scarcely be felt by them ; fur- 
thermore, their gymnastic exercises 
very different from those of the 
present century. lint, all these con 
si derations aside. Unfortunately for 
his histrionic citations, according to 
some of Ihe ancient historians, it was 

the Spartans who practiced gymnas 
tics so persistently, yet they ere men 

honed as "of small account except for 
war." Their whole aim was to secure 

muscular development, independi ot 

of mental culture, and those wli 

would imitate them, should devote 
themselves exclusively to "gyninas- 
ology." 

As a proof of the eon ml ness of the 
above, a writer, eminently versed in 

ancient history, has said: "The great 

gymnasts of Greece, the Spartans, 
wen- notoriously deficient, in injelhr 

tual attainments. They produced no 

single man, except LycurgiiH, whom 
they could boast of. Their whole 
pleasure and ambition lay in war, and 
in that they were beaten by the an 
perior generalship of Athenian and 
Tin-ban generals. Instead of being 
an example oi the benefits of gymnas 

tics, they prove qujte clearly, that the 

persistent practicing of them, Ii 

of making evenly developed men 

brong i" mind, as well a* body, 
produces sfupid unintellect ual than 
inirs; lot the Spurt ans, of all the an 
cietits, were probably the most re 
markuble for their brief annwers, for 
lack of wisdom to answer at, length 
no doubt this was; and if " I'at" was

SUCCESSFUL ART CULATORS AND LIP- 
READERS.

During my sojourn in Boston, last 
Summer, one evening, at the house 
of a mutual friend. I had the pleasure 
of meeting Miss Sarah Puller, Prin- 
cipal of the Horace Mann School lor 
the Deaf. We had quite a little dis 
Mission Ott the subject of articulation 
and lip reading, and I could but 

agree with her thai this method was 

Me.' best for teaching deaf children, 
who had lost their hearing through 
illness. It seems to me that with 
perfect eyesight and the ability to 
speak and read Ihe lips, the barrier 
which isolates the deaf from the 
hearing is removed, and that it 
serves as the " golden sesame" to 
admit them to social privileges, and 
materially assist them to achieve sue 
cess in the struggle for a livelihood. 

Therefore, although, my self deprived 
of the above blessing, excepting the 
power of speech, I gladly undertook, 
at Miss Puller's suggestions, to aid 
on the good work, by collecting ma- 
terial for a series of personal sketches 
of successful articulators and lip read 
ere, the same to be published ill our 
■ Ioiiknai,. 1 must admit that I have 
encountered more obstacles than I at 
first anticipated. Not knowing but 
one or two of this class, I applied to 
Editor H. for the names of others. 
He kindly suggested my inserting a 
notice in the JoUBNlL, which i did. 

The result was. that 1 received quite 

a bundle of replies from parties in 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire. New 
York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Illinois. 
Indiana, etc. Some of these replies 
were, however, from deaf persons, 
who, like myself, speak but do not 
read the lips. Others were from 
young people at, various schools for 
the deal'. Therefore, 1 am led to in 
fer that the number of those who 
arc proficient in articulation and lip- 
reading is not yet large ; or perhaps 
many do not mingle with the rest of 
our class. 

If these sketches serve to lead pa- 
rents to make strong personal efforts 
to secure the blessings of speech and 
lip-reading to their deaf children, and 
to invite young deaf persons to mas 
ter the acoomplishinoTit, myself and 
those who have kindly co-operated 
with me in the "labor of love." will 
feel repaid for their trouble. 

I will now begin the sketches with 
that of one, who at once, promptly 
and cordially responded to my notice, 
and whose name also comes first in 
alphabetical order. 

SKKTOH NO. 1 H. P AltMS, Jr. 

Mr. H. P. Anns, Jr., was born in 
Norwichtown, Conn. At live years 
ofageheloet his hearing in one ear 
from Typhoid feVOr. When between 
ten and eleven ySSSS ol age, his heal- 
ing, which up to that time, had been 
good, grew gradually worse, owing 
partly to colds which he had contract- 
ed, and partly to the stupid attempt 
of a certain physician to cure him of 
his deafness. The combined efforts 
of the colds and quackery of the phy- 
sician ft) finally brought on almost 
entire deafness. He used an ear- 
trumpet about this time; but sounds 
transmitted through it were so harsh 
and grating that it became absolutely 
unendurable, do, one day, lie threw 
the trumpet out ol the window, and 
vowed he would have nothing more 
to do with it. But screaming in his 
ears was just iih Unpleasant as the 
harsh sounds through the trumpet. 
and to escape these, he would go oil 
by himself, ami with a book, pass the 
time away quiotly. 

He Continued in this way foi near 
h tWO years, and in the meantime 

learned to understand speaking by 

the motion of the lips, a little from 
members of his own family. As years 
passed on. he improved considerably. 
This was after lie left school, which 
he did when between twelve and 
thirteen years old. 

When fifteen years of ago, lie joined 
his fathers engineering corps, and 
worked with occasional changes or 

rests of a month or so, for nearly two 

years. His father gave him employ- 
ment in his corps mainly with the 

idea of keeping him employed, as he 

was fast becoming morose and stupid 
from brooding so >nneh over his 
deafness. 

llis parents always expressed a 
hope that some day his hearing would 
•red. when he could again re- 
turn to school. They continued 
hoping against hope for several 
years, but Ins hearing only became 
worse, until at hist it became evident 
something must be done with him 
that it would not do to delay any 
longer. His father decided that as 
he possessed a talent for drawing, he 
should ^o to work in some large es 
tablishmeiit and learn a branch of 
the graphic art Accordingly, at 

seventeen years of age, he was sent 

to Philadelphia, and put to work in 
Thomas Hunter's lithographic estab 
lishment. 

The succeeding four years were 

speid in the office learning his pro 

fession with the usual conditions of 

discouragements and trials. During 

us. he improved his 

lip-reading powers wonderfully, so 
his friends said. 
At twenti one, be gave up his pod 

tion at Mr. Hunter's, and opened an 
office of his own. In business, or 
rather out of it, for be found to his 

cost, that there was little business 

'ntside the large establishments 



at all, pecuniarily, but he pained much 
knowledge of human nature, became 

much more proficient in the use of 
language, and improved greatly in 
lip reading, until now he can learn 
even a song solely by lip motion. 
He docs not know the musical terms, 
but gets the tune by motion of the 
lips. His ringing, however, is none 
of the best, of course. 

He is able to go into society, dance, 
converse and. m short, carry himeell 
as a hearing gentleman would. 

Mr. Arms has had but few advau 
tages for education, and therefore may 
be called partially self educated as 
far as book h truing, and wholly so 
in tho acquisition of lip reading. A 
few years at a village school, and two 
at a boys' boarding school before he 
lost his hearing, is tin- extent of his 
schooling After leaving the board- 
ing school, he depended oil books and 
newspapers to further his education. 
although he says he owes a great 
deal to his mother, who was constant 
in her efforts to improve his educa- 
tion. 

lie is now back at llis old position 
in Mr. Hunters office. He works 
there until the afternoon, when he 
goes to the Deaf-Mute Institution, 
where he has a class ol hoys, whom 
he is prep ring to enter lithographic 
establishments. 

Inclosing tiiis interesting sketch, 
1 can not refrain from repeating some 
exceedingly pertinent and sensible 
remarks made by Mr. Arms on arti 
ciilation. 

He says: He can not speak too 
strongly against the practice of 
sending children who possess good 

eyesight and speeoh to sign institu- 
tions. To him it seems little short 
of crime. He can understand what 

a blessing it it to be able to ose one's 

voice, and read t he lips. He feels so 
sorry to see these poor children con 
signed to perpetual silence and know- 
ing that by patient efforts and en- 
oouragement they can be restored to 
social intercourse with the hearing. 

Ho hopes some day to help inlltt 
once a change in teaching the deal', 
and as Iff possesses an uncommon 
intelligence, united with energy and 
enthusiasm, it may safely be predi 
eated that he will indeed prove a 
benefactor to our class.

As instructors will be forming their 
plans and Curricula when this number 
of the Annuls reaches them, reference 
may be male to one of the questions 
discussed at the Northampton OoB 
lercnce of Principals in May last — 
namely, the importance of giving 
pupils increased opportunities to 
study arithmetic. 

While the importance of the sub- 
ject itself was sufficient reason for 
bringing it up. there was an addition 
al call for it in the fact that, after the 
ensuing year, there will be no "Lower 

Preparatory'' class in the National 

College. The discontinuance of this 
class has arisen naturally from the 
gradual raising of the Standard of 
attainment, ami from the increasing 
numbers who seek to avail themselves 
of the benefits offered by the College. 

In the fall of 1881. therefore, 
students not fitted for the Freshman 
class may cuter an introductory class. 
and spend one year, instead of two as 
heretofore, in preparation. 

The requirements for admission to 
this introductory class will be a suffi- 
cient acquaintance with the English 
language, arithmetic, political and 
physical geography, the elements of 
natural philosophy, and the history 
of the United States and of England. 

Of these, the lirst two are all -impor 
teat A student haviug fairly master 
ed them may hope to enter the class 
and make good his place, though de 
lieiont in the other branches. Hut 
serious lack of familiarity with either 
of the two leads to long continued 
difficulties, even if. in consideration of 
excellence in other directions, the ap 
plieant should gain a footing m the 
class 

Wit It regard to English, little need 
be said It is admitted that princi- 
pals and Instructors everywhere are 

imbued with the idea of its impoi 
tance. They

true that a pupil WUO does not under 
stand a simple arithmetical question, 
expressed in simple language, does 
not understand arithmetic f Figures 
have life, so to speak, only when we 
attribute meaning to them. To a 
pupil who has been long taught to 
d -al with them only in the abstract, 
they become objects rather than sym- 
bols. Ho only realizes that certain 
things are to be combined or separated 
according to certain laws. He has 
learned the alphabet of arithmetic, 
but no'iYioro; and to say that he 
understands it would be like saying 
that one, is a good chess -ptayer be 
he knows the value of the 
different pieces and the lilies under 
which they move. 

It should be remembered that those 
who have failed in ueh examinations 
are not merely the dull applicants. 
I'hey have included some of the best 
and brightest that ever sought the 

College doors. Subsequent applica- 
tion proves them able to deal with 
abstruse parts of the subject. The 
inference is plain that the reasons 
they give for their backwardness are 
tho true ones: as, variously, that they 

had been taught without a textbook: 

that they had never been kept dwell 
ing on a subject, but passed rapidly 

through ; that they had long since 
been given higher branches :that they 
had never studied arithmetic at all. or 
at hast the recollection of it had pass 
ed from them. This last reason was 
given by one of the most intelligent 
applicants at the last examination. 

It is believed that the branches 
named above, with their adjuncts of 
penmanship, book keeping, etc., form 

the equivalent of the best common 
school education. A fair acquaintance 
with each and all of them is m 
sary to the formation of an intelligent 
cttisen. A thorough aoqnais 
with them is the best foundation for 
subsequent advances. The graduate 
of an institution who is master ol 
them, is equally well fitted to oecupy 
an honorable place among educated 
men, or, if he choose, to take up a 
higher education 

Is not il great wrong done to pupils 
able to master these branches well 
when, scarcely yet begun, tin 
dropped for higher ones, which, to 
these pupils. aN not more valuable. 
either in the information they impart 
or in the discipline the] enfi 
Not five of our pupils in a hundred, 
who leave school without the in ten 
tion to pursue a hi. her education. 
ever have need of algebra or Latin: 
while there is not a day in which 
they will not apply the kuowled. 
discipline gained IB the study of 
arithmetic, history, and the like. 

If any worthy thing is gained by a 
premature displacement of fu da- 
mental studies, it is not easy to see 
what it is. The pages of reports will 
bear the names of weightier text 
bonk*. Officers and audiences will he 
pleased at exhibitions A few 
thoughtful questions in these higher 
branches on such occasions would 
show that the attainments of the pq 
pils in them are superficial. Hut of 
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ei. one brown
